Export License Regulations 
Imposed On Six More Items 
Effective February 3rd 


WASHINGTON, (UP)—President 
Roosevelt, by proclamation today 
imposed strict export license regula- 
tions on copper, brass, bronze, zinc, 
nickel and potash. 

The new control over the six ma- 
terials, which wiuld permit an em- 
bargo at will, becomes effective on 
Feb. 3. Similar controls have been 
proclaimel for steel and iron prod- 
ucts, aviation gasoline and other 
strategic materials. 

The latest proclamation was issued 
upon the recommendation of Col 
Russell L. Maxwell, administrator of 
export control.
